SGA  ELECTIONS  TODAY  By  Ronald  Wallace 

Elections  will  be  held  today  to  determine  who  will  be  the  five  student  members  of  the  all  college  council 
and  also  who  will  be  the  two  student  members  of  the  goverance  reveiw  committee.  As  of  last  friday  morning 
only  six  nomination  papers  were  returned  for  the  all  college  council  positions.  No  nomination  papers  for  the 
goverance  committee  were  handed  in.  The  following  is  a  summary  of  the  candidates  views . 

David  Moore  is  a  sophomore  running  for  a  two  year  term  on  the  council.  David  is  concerned  with  making 
the  college  more  comfortable  to  the  students  as  well  as  faculty.  He  feels  that  space  problems  should  be 
solved  as  soon  as  possible,  but  the  college  should  not  move  out  of  the  city  because  it  is  an  important  cultural 
center. 

David  also  feels  that  monies  should  be  obtained  to  have  outside  lecturers  and  performing  groups  come  to 
the  sdiool. 

He  is  dissapointed  with  the  disinterest  shown  at  the  recent  meetings  concerning  the  contract,  and  he  stresses 
the  importance  of  reading  its  contents. 

Marty  Ryan,  a  Junior,  states  that  his  main  objective  is  to  help  more  students  realize  the  potential  power  and 
influence  they  have  at  running  the  school.  Although  he  says,  “this  school  has  a  possible  case  of  terminal 
apathy,”  he  thinks  the  freshmen  show  new  hope  of  more  interest  in  the  internal  affairs  of  the  school.  He 
will  represent  the  student’s  point  of  veiw  as  well  being  concerned  for  what  is  good  for  the  school,  weighing 
both  equally  in  the  balance.  One  of  his  formost  concerns  will  be  to  involve  other  people  as  well  as  himself. 

He  feels  that  without  the  support  of  the  student  body,  the  council  will  go  nowhere.  Marty,  who  is  running 
for  a  two  year  term,  is  treasurer  of  the  student  government  association. 

Brian  Gabriel  is  a  junior  running  for  a  one-year  term.  He  favors  three  hour  studio  courses  and  changes  in 
the  required  subjects  policy.  He  also  feels  that  students  should  be  able  to  choose  between  the  core  program 
or  a  major  in  their  freshman  year.  This  would  eliminate  the  possibility  of  being  stuck  with  an  unwanted 
major. 

He  also  thinks  that  the  council  should  work  toward  communicating  with  freshman  and  sophomores.  One 
way  to  acheive  this  would  be  to  change  the  policy  of  having  most  of  the  freshmen  courses  out  at  the  annex . 

Sissy  Ffolloitt  is  a  junior  running  for  a  two  year  term  on  the  council.  She  is  also  the  president  of  the  student 
government. 

She  beleives  that  the  council  can  work  because  of  the  equal  representation.  She  strongly  feels  that  any 
proposals  made  by  this  committee  can  have  power  to  change  things. 

Sissy  finds  the  need  for  the  following  changes;  more  life  drawing  classes,  meetings  and  discussions  about 
the  effect  of  four  hour  studio  courses  on  teachers  and  students,  and  entire  school  evaluations  (not  just  faculty) 

Paul  McMahon  has  opened  for  a  two  year  term.  He  submitted  the  following  statement:  “I  am  a  first  year 
graduate  student.  I  feel  it  is  essential  for  Mass  Art’s  graduate  students  to  have  a  voice  in  the  powerful  all 
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college  council.  Otherwise  graduate  stidents  will  essentially  be  without  representation  in  the  student  govern¬ 
ment.” 

“1  stand  for  creating  the  best  possible  curriculum  in  all  departments.  Students  in  all  areas,  particularly  the 
graduate  program,  should  have  the  right  to  design  their  own  programs  according  to  their  interests.” 


THE  BATTLE  OE  THE  BUDGET  By  Claudia  Sanford 

It  seems  there  is  a  great  deal  of  contention  over  how  student  government  funds  are  allocated  to  the  various 
associations  within  the  school.  According  to  Marty  Ryan,  Treasurer  of  the  Student  Govennment  Association, 
the  school  bylaws  dictate  that  any  association  seeking  funds  submit  a  budget  by  September  26  indicating  how 
much  money  they  need  for  the  school  year.  Expected  in  the  budget  is  a  statement  of  what  the  association 
wishes  to  accomplish  with  the  money.  Based  on  funding  for  the  previous  year,  and  on  how  much  of  the  al¬ 
located  funds  were  spent  by  each  association,  the  officers  of  the  student  government  and  the  advisor  make 
up  a  projected  budgeit  for  the  current  year.  All  of  the  associations  requests  are  then  ordered  by  the  SGA  and 
placed  on  a  master  sheet  which  is  presented  at  the  budget  meeting  to  be  subsequently  voted  on  by  the  students 
present  at  the  meeting. 

On  the  surface,  this  looks  like  a  simple,  open,  democratic  process  for  allocating  the  student  government  funds 
which  total  approximately  $30,000($30  per  student  for  each  year).  However,  here  is  where  the  trouble  begins. 

As  with  any  decision-making  process  requiring  community  participation,  all  interested  students  are  invited 
to  the  annual  Budget  Meeting  and  have  the  right  to  vote  on  the  validity  of  each  request  as  it  comes  before 
the  attending  body.  Decisions  on  requests  are  made  by  a  majority  vote-thus  opening  the  arena  for  power- 
jockeying  based  on  block  voting,  mutual  support  various  associations  whose  interests  do  not  necessarily  coin¬ 
side,  and  in  one  case,  perhaps  even  double  crossing  another  problem  with  the  funding  process  surface.  Later 
during  last  year  when  the  Performing  Arts  Association  asked  the  President  of  the  Student  Government  if  he 
would  approve  the  spending  of  a  remaining  $1000  in  their  budget  on  equipment  such  as  shades  for  the  audit¬ 
orium  and  lighting  supplies  despite  the  Student  Government  bylaw  prohibiting  the  purchase  of  equipment  out 
of  SGA  grants. 

Further,  there  may  be  some  question  as  to  the  extent  to  which  many  proposed  student  association  activities 
overlap  departmental  functions,  thus  providing,  in  effect,  a  channel  whereby  SGA  funds  may  end  up  in  the  areas 
that  are  properly  the  responsibility  of  a  given  department.  Thus,  one  might  see  in  the  near  future  the  advent 
of,  say,  the  SIM  association,  the  Photography  Association,  the  Painting  Association,  and  so  on  to  as  many  such 
“associations”  as  the  college  has  departments.  Under  the  current  system,  such  abuses  would  be,  at  best,  difficult 
to  control. 

Ryan  will  propose  alternatives  to  the  existing  funding  process  at  this  year’s  Budget  Meeting.  Roughly  they 
suggest  that  each  association  appoint  a  member  to  a  review  committee,  who,  along  with  a  member  of  the  SGA 
v/ould  be  responsible  for  studying  all  proposals  and  voting  jointly  on  allocations.  Funds  reserved  for  items  such 
as  the  year  book,  the  film  series,  and  alternative  resources,  senior  commencement  and  exhibitions  would  still 
be  taken  before  the  student  body.  In  any  case,  this  Monday‘s  Budget  Meeting  should  prove  interesting  and 
important  to  every  student  at  Mass  Art.

NORMAN  TOYNTON  INTRODUCES  SELF  By  Joel  Rubin 

Norman  Toynton,  new  chairman  of  the  fine  arts  division,  delivered  his  sekf-introduction  last  Thursday  at 
noon  as  promised.  Rather  than  show  slides  of  his  own  work,  Toynton  choose  to  use  a  triad  of  projectors 
showing  a  survey  of  the  course  of  study  at  the  Cardiff  College  of  Art  in  Wales,  Great  Britian,  where  he  taught 
from  ‘64— ‘69.  “In  terms  of  output,  “he  commented,  “the  work  seen  in  most  art  schools  these  days  would  be  better 
termed  autistic  than  artistic,  and  once  amaturism  creeps  into  the  system,  faculty  knows  that  they  are  on  ‘aca¬ 
demic  welfare’  ”.  The  students  at  Cardiff  are  expected  to  be  in  class  on  time  from  nine  in  the  morning  till  six 
at  night  and  often  later.  In  his  first  six  weeks,  each  student  is  put  through  what  is  termed  the  foundation 
program,  during  which  he  is  given  a  basic  exposure  to  all  the  processes  taught  in  the  school.  “Here  you  see 
color  studies, ’’Toynton  pointed  out,  “a  student  wilt  do  up  to  fifty  of  these  a  day  with  careful  notes.”  “l‘ve 
been  here  three  weeks  and  spoken  with  seniors  who  didn‘t  know  what  a  primary  color  was!”  Toynton’s  focal 
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comment  was  that  purpose  of  an  art  school  “is  to  produce  professional  artists  and  designers  of  the  various 
sorts,  a  school  that  caters  to  anything  less  devalues  its  degrees  and  is  not  living  up  to  what  serious  students 
have  a  right  to  expect.”

1  am  told  that  the  backbone  of  the  British  Army  is  an  ungentle  gentleman  known  as  the  Regimental  Sergeant 
Major.  Now,  1  have  never  seen  a  Regimental  Sergeant  Major  in  action,  but  I  have  seen  Chief  Master  Sergeant 
Fulks.  He  was  our  drill  sergeant  in  Air  Force  boot  camp,  and  I  remember  all  too  well  how  he  used  to  enliven 
our  already  hectic  days  of  basic  training  with  his  familiar,  loving  snarl  of  “Whudd’n  da  gawd  damn  hell’s  goin’ 
on  here!”. 

Fulks  was  five  foot  two,  weighed  four  hundred  eighty  pounds,  and  was  all  muscle;  imagine  a  gorilla  in  starched 
fatigues  with  a  flattop  haircut  and  an  eighteen  inch  cigar  and  you‘ve  about  got  the  effect.  His  voice  sounded 
like  someone  slowly  ripping  sandpaper,  but  it  was  loud  enough  to  be  heard  all  the  way  across  the  parade  ground, 
and  so  low  that  it  did‘nt  just  come  up  from  his  boots:  it  came  belching  up  from  out  of  the  lower  depths  of 
hell. 

Norman  Toynton  carried  the  style  with  a  different  flair,  as  he  addressed  the  troops  in  the  painting  department 
on  the  afternoon  of  Tuesday  the  1 1th.  He  looms  well  over  six  feet,  wears  denims  instead  of  khakis,  and  is  of  the 
red-bearded  and  fierce  variety.  I  have  said  that  I  have  never  seen  the  redoubtable  RSM,  But  after  hearing 
Toynton’s  declaration,  reverberating  off  the  walls  of  the  annex  fourth  floor,  that  he  didn’t  “...care  a  tinker’s 
curse  for  anyone  who  isn’t  here  to  work!”  I  am  sure  that  if  I  should  run  into  him  it  will  be  with  the  sense 
that  somewhere  I’ve  seen  it  all  before. 

One  difference  is  significant.  CMSgt  Fulks  we  knew  was  an  implacable  enemy  who_would  gleefully  tear  your 
throat  out  with  his  bare  teeth  just  to  taste  the  blood.  Mr.  Toynton,  on  the  other  hand,  we  somehow  sense  is  on  our 
side,  subject  to  the  sole  limiting  condition  that  we  do  not  waste  his  valuable  time.  Well,  the  man’s  time  is  va¬ 
luable,  and  on  the  whole  it  seems  an  imminently  reasonable  condition,  always  provided  that  he  doesn’t  waste 
ours,  either.  If  there  is  a  place  in  the  college  that  can  be  called  the  healthiest  place  to  be,  the  painting  depart¬ 
ment  has  established  a  formidable  reputation  for  not  being  it.  Those  of  us  who  know  it  from  within  may  be 
cautious  of  leaping  to  the  conclusion  that  that’s  all  different  now.  It  is  simply  too  early  to  tell.  Perhaps  it  is 
becoming  a  less  safe  place,  though,  and  perhaps  that’s  not  such  a  bad  idea. 

Mr.  Toynton,  we  bid  you  welcome  and  we  trust  that  in  doing  so,  we  do  not  waste  too  much  of  your  admit¬ 
tedly  valuable  time. 


PROPOSAL  FOR  THE  STUDENT  PROGRAMS  AND  EXHIBITIONS  COMMITTEE  By  Marty  Ryan  SGA 

The  Programs  and  Exhibitions  under  the  direction  of  Virginia  Gunter  would  be  replaced  by  the  Student  Pro¬ 
grams  and  Exhibitions  Committee.  The  Student  Programs  and  Exhibitions  Committee  will  be  composed  of 
the  following: 

la  One  student  representative  to  be  elected  from  each  department  or  association  by  a  majority  vote  of  students 
from  within  each  department  or  student  association. 

b.  Only  one  representative  can  be  elected  to  said  committee  from  a  department  and  related  association  (I.e. 
Crafts-Sculpture  Assoc.  Crafts-Sculpture  Dept.) 

2a.  The  formation  of  this  committee  will  in  no  way  eliminate  Virginia  Gunter’s  position,  but  would  have  her  as  a 
member  of  the  committee,  with  equal  voting  power. 

b.  That  one  representative  from  the  Student  Government  be  seated  on  the  committee  with  voting  power. 

c.  That  the  Dean  of  Students  be  seated  on  the  committee  in  an  advisory  capacity. 

3a.  The  Student  Programs  and  Exhibitions  Committee  would  meet  no  less  than  once  a  month  at  which  time 
student  proposals  would  be  brought  before  the  committee,  discussed,  and  voted  upon. 

b.  If  a  student  proposal  is  accepted  by  the  committee  and  money  is  appropriated,  the  student  would  then 
follow  through  according  to  the  present  voucher  system. 

4.  Monthly  statements  on  committee  agenda  and  decisions  would  be  forwarded  to  the  student  government  for 
publication  and  recording. 

5.  Each  department  representative  will  give  monthly  reports  to  his/her  department  and  will  be  responsible  not 
only  to  his/her  department,  but  lo  the  student  body  as  well.

The  purpose  of  this  proposal  is  to  allow  individual  students  as  well  as  student  associations  more 
than  an  equal  chance  for  money  appropriations  for  their  programs  and/or  exhibits,  to  increase  communications 
between  departments,  and  to  allow  the  opening  of  channels  for  interactions  between  students  and  associations 
(i.e., visiting  artist  programs  set  up  by  individual  associations). 

This  will  hopefully  increase  the  quality,  as  well  as  the  quantity  of  student  works  exhibited  in  and 
out  of  the  college,  and  will  also  give  the  student  body  an  account  of  the  expenditures  of  their  money.
